Summary of reasons for decision: 

The film after which the DVD has been entitled has been cross-rated as unrestricted: PG. The 
extra material on the disc has been examined to ascertain whether this classification can stand. Of 
this material, the short film Blue Streak has the greater impact on classification. The publication 
is classified as objectionable unless restricted to adults. 

Blue Streak is a compilation of: images of naked people with an unspoken assortment of words 
about sexuality running underneath and read-aloud passages of pornographic material running 
over classical pastoral stills. The film was made in 1971, is part of the avant-garde genre of the 
time and designed to provoke and shock. The tide is a play on ’blue' movie. The significant 
extent of highly offensive language and the sexually explicit nature of the read-aloud passages 
indicate that the film is intended for adult viewers who will be able to understand the director's 
intent, as well as the satire, irony and historical significance presented. 

Injury is likely if this material is available to children and teenagers. The subject matter provides 
detail unsuitable for children and younger teenagers who do not have the emotional or 
intellectual maturity to deal effectively with this content and place it at an objective distance. 
Restricting the publications to adults will prevent any likely injury.
